The team has proven itself in the areas of staff 
development by organizing and instructing inter¬ 
vention, involving students in contests and the new 
model desktop publishing laboratory; and in 
curriculum development, having written the curricu¬ 
lum for photography, desktop publishing, use of the 
Macintosh and the use of other technologies.

Cultural Heritage requests CUPs 


The Cultural Heritage Commission is coming to 
the Planning Commission this evening, Thuisday, 
with a recommendation that a CUP should be 
required “for remodeling or new construction in the 
R-1 Zone” in Sierra Madre, 

Their reason follows: “As the property is now 
more valuable than the structure, regardless of his¬ 
toric value, it is imperative that the City have an 
opportunity to review and consider the impact of 
remodeling and new construction of the com¬ 
munity in general and the R-1 zone in particular.” 

A city hall spokesperson told The News that 
CUPs cost approximately $100. The process of a 
CUP takes quite a length of time; it is not an over¬ 
night process. 

Other concerns to be taken before the Planning 


Commission this evening involved is a pre-meeting 
joint study session with the General Plan Ad Hoc 
Committee with the commission concerning the pro¬ 
posed Ordinance No. 1052, the South Baldwin His¬ 
torical Overlay Zone. This would be an intepm 
zonfngrrtrdinance on the issuance or approval of 
building permits or other development within the 
one. A moratorium would be imposed on issuance 
or approval of building permits in a period of 45 
days, according to the ordinance. 

In other matters, Mr. and Mrs. Santori Jo at 
1925 Liliano Place request a variance to construct a 
second story addition at the exterior wall.

I he four-lot subdivision requested by Annette 
and Lawson Martin off Chantry Flat Road received 
opposition from Sierra Madreans interested in pre¬ 
serving the hillsides, as well as a number of resi¬ 
dents living below the proposed development. 

The request was denied by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and is being appealed to the council by 
the Martins. 

Among various items,, which have concerned 
nearby residents is the que^ion of how much of the 
1(X) acres purchased by the Martins will be developed. 
‘No special plans to continue development’ 

As reported in The News issue of May 5, 
1988, the Martins stated, “We plan to build on three 
properties. We have no special plans to continue 
development when we finish the three homes. We will 
hold the land.” 

The News has learned that 11.24 of the 100 
acres, a separate parcel from the four-lot subdivision, 
is currently listed by Dilbeck Realtors for sale at 
$1.2 million. 

The purchase price of the 100 acres was $450,000. 

Doug Delahooke, the realtor who handled the 
original sale, said that his understanding at the time 
that their motive for buying the property was to take 
a tong term investment position, to build a home 
for themselves and perhaps one or two friends, 
and hold the remainder. 

In the May 5, 1988 issue of the The News, 
Delahooke stated that the Martins “are not profit 
motivated. We’re not talking about grading or carv¬ 
ing up the hillside.” He noted in a phone con- 
versatj oi^^ w ith The Nctts t hat tbig _w^..bi& under¬ 
standing at the time. 

The amount of grading proposed for the four- 
lot subdivision would involve 3570 cubic yards of cut 
and 1645 cubic yards of fill. 

Martin is employed by Travers Realty Corp. 
and his wife, Annette, is currently an independent 
real estate broker.

Pressure from an educational environment that 
bases college admittance on a two-day examination, 
which is administered just once each year, became 
evident during a recent trip to Taiwan made by 
Stephen Goldstone, superintendent of the Arcadia 
Unified School District, Diane Lucas, English- 
as-a-Second-Language teacher at Dana Junior High 
School, and me, the Arcadia editor of the Sierra 
Madre News. 

The trip for the educators was sponsored by the 
Arcadia Chinese Association so that there could be a 
better understanding of the growing Chinese stu¬ 
dent population in Arcadia schools. The Coordina¬ 
tion Council for North American Affairs, the Repub¬ 
lic of China’s equivalent of an embassy, made my 
trip possible so that I could better report the activities 
of the Chinese community. We were accompanied 
by Min Mey Chang and Gloria Lin, Arcadia resi¬ 
dents who have family and many friends living in 
Taiwan. 

We visited two of some 17 Taiwan colleges 
and universities and found the admission stand¬ 


IiK.i.imV) 
young people apply to National Taiwan LTaversin 
and only 300 are accepted. .-\i the Naiional Sun 
Yat-Sen University in Kaohsiung, Prcsidcni Chi-T uan 
Lin explained that the university will grow slowly, 
stressing quality, not quantity in the tiinc year-old 
school of some 23(X) .students. 

It’s interesting to note that Dr. Lin taught busi¬ 
ness management at the Lniversity ot Sviuthern Cali¬ 
fornia for 20 years before he was called h ick to his 
homeland to take over the university picstdcticy.

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Earthquake 
Preparedness Month 

George Deukmejian and the 
Governor’s Office of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices have declared April, 1989, as 
“California Earthquake Preparedness 
Month.” Below are a few pointers for 
business owners: 

— Remember that emergency services 
personnel, facilities and vehicles will be 
victims of the same earthquake that 
might keep you at your workplace and 
your children at their schools for up to 
three days. The resources of fire de¬ 
partments and other services will be 
stretched to the maximum. In May, 
1988, one fire alone — the First Inter¬ 
state Bank building fire — used approx¬ 
imately 40 percent of the Los Angeles 
Fire Department’s resources. So you 
can’t presume that your child’s school 
will be lucky enough to have any emer¬ 
gency services in the first day or two 
after a major quake. 

— School buildings are constructed to 
withstand a major quake, so the crucial 
issue becomes crisis management after 
the quake. Each school district has dif¬ 
ferent plans. Some districts are well- 
prepared to deal with shelter, food, 
search and rescue and medical/emotion- 
al first aid — and others are not. Let 
your school board members know that 
this plan is important to you. 

— Next time you visit your child’s 
classroom, check for earthquake ha¬ 
zards, keeping in mind that it may 
take several days for emergency ser¬ 
vices to treat the injuries that occur 
as a result of existing hazards. 

— The Red Cross may be able to estab¬ 
lish a shelter at your child’s school, 
and they may be able to get mail deli¬ 
vered out of the city. If your child has 
a postcard pre-addressed to a relative 
outside the city, it can be sent with a 
note so that 'at'least someone in the 
fairily wiilUtnow the child is safe. 

— Likewise, it may be possible to make 
outgoing calls. The family should desig¬ 
nate one relative outside the city as a 
liaison for phone calls so that everyone 
will know each other’s location and 
well-being.

nology for Diversity and Change.” 

In 1985 Christa McAuliffe was chosen by NASA 
to be the first private citizen in the United States 
to participate in space flight. The following year, on 
Jan. 28, she perished with six other crew members 
when the space shuttle exploded seconds after launch¬ 
ing. 

People throughout the country made dona¬ 
tions to the National Foundation for the Improve¬ 
ment of Education in the name of McAuliffe. 
Created in the memory of a true education pioneer, 
the institute is another way for the National Foun¬ 


dation for the Improvement of Education (NFIE) 
to assist teachers in expanding the frontiers of ed¬ 
ucation. 

The Goldbergs were one of the founding fam¬ 
ilies and first board members of the Sierra Madre 
Community Nursery School. They were also one of 
the first families of Sierra Madre Congregational 
Church. For many years, Milton Goldberg worked 
with the Scout Troop associated with the church 
and continues his service to Scouting on National 
Committees.

system,” points out Goldstone. 

A free, nine-year elementary program has been 
offered for all children in Taiwan since 1968. 
But because Chinese have traditionally placed a high 
priority on education, competition for higher learn¬ 
ing, at both the high school and college level, is 
fierce. Numerous “cram schools” to help students 
take entrance examinations were ponted out to us in 
the major cities in Taiwan. 

It students can’t get into an academic high 
school, they might have an opportunity to go to a 
vocational high school. We visited Shu-te Girls’ 
Home Economics and Commercial School, a voca¬ 
tional high school of some 86(X) girls in Kaoh- 
siung. Here students pursue courses gearing them 
for a career in the fields of either business or 
home economics. This school, which is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary, requires liberal arts studies 
as well as vocational preparation. 

A 20-year-old student at the National Taiwan 
University in Taipei, Wen-Hua Wang, shared some 
personal thoughts about education. He felt that it 
was important to go to the United States for 
graduate school. He told us about student protests 
at the university. The current cause is to have the 
university president selected by the professors, not 
a political appointment made by the minister of 
education as is the practice now. 

He told us about the two year mililary require¬ 
ment for all young men and about physical punish¬ 
ment at the elementary junior high level. He said 
the latter is prohibited, but that it goes on “under 
tlie table.” 

At the public elementary school of 36(X) stu¬ 
dents in Kaohsiung, we saw the only evidence of 
punishment when students were standing up against 
a wall, unable to take part in noontime games. 
We were told that they had to stand up all day as 
punishment. This school is the unofficial sister 
school to the Arcadia Chinese School, and in the 
school’s full color yearbook we saw a picture of Min 
Mey with the principal when he visited in Southern 
California. 

At all the schools we visited, we saw large 
classes, from 40-60 students. We saw science labs 
and computers at the elementary level and sophisti¬ 
cated language labs at high school. 

“Although the physical layout of the schools in 
Taiwan is very different from our schools in 
Arcadia, the atmosphere was the same. We saw 
students working hard and taking education seriously,” 
eornmenied Diane. _ , 

We iound out that English is taught even at the 
elementary level and at one junior high five to six 
,hours of English instruction were required each 
week. “The students were eager to talk to us in 
English, even if it was only ‘hi’ and ‘goodbye,’ ” 
added Diane. 

An interesting custom we found to be prevalent 
throughout Taiwan was the exchange of business cards. 
You can be sure that there are dozens of educators 
all over Taiwan who now have a Sierra Madre News 
caid.

feeling in the community that downtown is 
doing fine and motivation to assist is minimal; 
the program has such a high profile (visible 
city support and paid stafQ that people feel 
intimidated; people want to volunteer but 
feel intimidated; people want to volunteer but 
are unsure what needs to be done or how they 
can help . . . 

“A well developed Work Plan is a key tool 
in recruiting volunteers. Once the Board and 
committees know exactly what needs to be 
done in sufficient detail, they can go out and 
ask for very specific assistance. Committees 
should be kept small (3 to 5 members) and 
they in turn should be responsible for rounding 
up the volunteers they need to complete 
tasks. . . 

”... the Board is at a transition 
stage, having grown in responsibility from a 
committee to a Board . . . While Board mem¬ 
bers also serve as volunteers to complete tasks, 
the Board as a whole can only cultivate strong, 
action-oriented committees if it delegates res¬ 
ponsibility down . . . development of the Work 
Plan can be an effective way to train committees 
in their tasks and in their leadership roles.” 

From a Project Manager’s perspective, all 
progress is basically dependent upon either 
sufficient numbers of informed, action oriented 
volunteers or the other source of decision 
making which is enough bucks to hire enough 
staff to conduct research, create and imple¬ 
ment necessary plans. Money is no substitute 
for the former but without it the latter can’t 
take place.

The city of Pasadena 
'and state agencies are 
still looking for an alter- 
■ nate site for a parole 
' office in Pasadena in 
" lieu of the controversial 
468 N. Rosemead loca- 
• tion, according to Allen 
Corbett, who is serving 
'as a liaison coordinator 
- between the city and state 
'on the office location. 

“Everyone is working 
feverishly to find 
another location,” Cor¬ 
bett said. “A location at 
123 N. Lake Avenue 
seems to fit the bill.” 

Corbett also empha¬ 
sizes that there will be 
no quick solution to the 
parole office location as 
the state process for 
selecting the site must 
be carried out on a step 
by step basis. It could 
take up to 45 days. At 
each step approvals must 
' be obtained. More than 
20 buildings have been 
‘looked at by the state 
and city search team 
' already. The Rosemead 
site is still under con¬ 
sideration. 

The entire parole 
office will service 
some 900 parolees and 
should be located in Pasa¬ 
dena or Altadena where 
the majority of parolees 
are located. The largest 
objection that the parole 
board has experienced 
from concerned citizens 
has been here in the 
Los Angeles area, he said. 
Local support is needed 
to focus attention on 
a location acceptable 
to city and state and 
not have a negative 
impact on surrounding 
areas. This is of priority 
importance, he said. 

A team of state and 
city representatives will 


join Sacramento parole 
and general services 
officials to look over the 
Pasadena area as a 
continuing part of the 
preliminary steps in the 
site location on Wednes¬ 
day, Apr. 19. 

The Lower Hastings 
Ranch Property Owners 
Association scheduled 
an Association meeting 
to review progress on 
the elimination of the 
Rosemead site from con¬ 
sideration on last lues- 
day evening, Apr. 18. 

The Upper Hastings 
Ranch Association Board 
of Directors unanimously 
voted last week to write 
Governor George Deuk- 
mejian that it strongly 
opposes that proposed 
placement of the parole 
office on Rosemead 
Blvd. 

Wescott A. Guarino, 
Upper Hastings presi¬ 
dent, wrote that “the 
proposed location is 
directly behind a quiet 
residential neighbor¬ 
hood of single family 
homes, it is far removed 
from police services of 
the city, and it is ex¬ 
tremely close to a number 
of schools and churches.” 

The Upper Hastings 
Ranch area is directly 
north of the Lower Has¬ 
tings residents and 
represents some 1100 
families living mostly 
in single family homes. 

Corbett stresses that 
the process in selection 
takes time. Harold 
Britton, president of 
the Lower Hastings 
Ranch Property Owners 
Association, empha¬ 
sizes that a parole office 
should not be placed ad¬ 
jacent to a crime-free 
neighborhood.

The architectural 
plans for Arcadia’s 
new Senior Citizen-Rec¬ 
reation Department 
facility were presented 
prior to a recent meeting 
of the City Council. 

Architect Tony An¬ 
thony from the Hunting- 
ton Beach firm of An¬ 
thony and Lanford dis¬ 
cussed the new center 
which would include a 
5600 sq. ft. dining/multi¬ 
purpose area with a 
small permanent stage, 
this area could accom¬ 
modate 700 people for 
a meeting or 350 for 
dining. 

The center would 
also have a game room 
accommodating four pool 
tables, a smaller meet¬ 
ing room, space for kit¬ 
chen facilities, crafts 
room, gift shop, six 
offices, including con¬ 
ference and work 
area. The Senior 
Citizen Commission 
provided the initial 
wish list of things want¬ 
ed in the center, explains 
William Woolard. plan¬ 


ning director for 
Arcadia. 

Adjacent to the Senior 
Center are 3000 sq. ft. 
for recreation depart¬ 
ment offices. 

The masonry building 
with a light-weight con¬ 
crete roof has been 
designed for low main¬ 
tenance, adds Woolard. 
It will be built in the 
previous rose gar¬ 
den, located at the 
corner of Hunting- 
ton and Campus Dr. at 
Holly Avenue, for a cost 
now estimated at $4 
million. Woolard ex¬ 
plains that most of the 
money is available as 
the city has been saving 
for such a facility and 
will couple those 
monies with recrea¬ 
tional funds. 

Completed construc¬ 
tion department goes for 
plan check by the end of 
April with plans 
going out to bid in July. 
Construction, which is 
expected to take 14 
months, will begin in 


October, according to 
project schedule. 

Arcadian Alii Roysher 
shared her displeasure' 
with the senior pro¬ 
ject at the Apr. 4 
council meeting. In a 
statement, she said, “To 
approve the construc¬ 
tion of a Taj Mahal of 
a Senior Center for 
4 million dollars is a 
redundancy which 
should not be permitted. 
The Assistance League 
Community House 
already provides space 
as does the Arcadia 
County Regional Park. 
The latter recently 
added food services 
facilities which can be 
available for five days 
a week.
